DETERMINES FEED NEEDED 

FOR HOGS IN TRANSIT 



The minimum feed requirements of 
hogs in transit have been determined 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture as follows: 

Not less than :i bushels of shelled 
corn or its equivalent in ear corn or 
other grain per single deck of not 
more than 17.000 pounds weight and 
not less than 1-:.' bushels of shelled 
corn or its equivalent in ear corn or 
other grain per double deck of not 
more than I1.0M pounds weight. Car- 
load lots of hogs in excess of these 
weights should be led an additional 
amount in the same proportion. 

Where amounts very greatly in ex- 
cess of those specified are fed it is 
quite probable that feed will be wast- 
ed.
